June 28, 1834, the pure gold was re- 
duced from 24.75 to 23.20 grains to the 
dollar, the ratio between gold and sil- 
evr in coinage being 1 to 16.002. By 
the Act of January 18, 1837, the fine- 
ness of the gold coins was increased 
about three-fourths of one-thousandth 
by changing from the standard of 
899225 to .900, which increased the 
pure gold in a dollar from 23.20 to 
23.22 grains, at which it has remained 
up to the present time. The ratio be- 
tween the two metals in coinage was 
fixed by this act at 1 to 15.988. at

SERVIA’S BOYISH KING. 


The Child of Thirteen Who Rules the De- 
batuble Lands ia Eas.ern F urope. 

Alexander L of Servia is, with. the 
exception of the little King of Spain, 
the youngest monarch in Europe. The 
eyes of Emperors, statesmcn and people 
all turn with interest and anxiety on 
this boy King whom destiny has called 
in troublous times to the throne of 
Servia. 

Alexander is represented as a bright, 
brave, handsome lad: but he has a sad 
history behind him in the domestic and 
political troubles which have ended in 
the divorce of his royal parents and his 
own enforced separation from his 
mother, Queen Natalie: while the posi- 
tion of Servia, as a frontier kingdom be- 
tween Austria and Russia, will in the 
near future demand the utmost wisdom, 
firmness and patriotism for the mainte- 
nance of its independence. 


In 1086 the young Prince Alexander 
made a journey with his mother to the 
Crimea: thence to Florence. and finally 
to Wiesbaden, where Queen Natalie had 
hoped to remain and educate hor son. 

But in 1888 a demand was made for 
the boy through General Protesch. and 
he was taken to Belgrade to assume the 
grave responsibilities that mignt well 
daunt the bravest of men. 6 

The education of the young Ki 
being carefully superin tended ing, 
Lazar Dokitsch, assisted by Mme. Pel- 
ingre, a talented lady of Swiss birth, 
who instructs ber royal pupil in the 
elementary branches. 

Alexander already speaks German. 
French and a little English; but until 
recently he has not been ‘aught Rus- 
sian. Russian influences, however, 
sem now likely to assert themselves in 
the royal household of Servis. The 
Czar has sent to the young King an 
| autograph letter and the decoration of 
. thé grand cross of St Anne.
